MONEY WAS VOTED 


FOR SCHOOL HOUSE 


At a meeting held in Dlst. No. 2, 


town of Grand Rapids, last Saturday 
night, the sum of ?4,000 was voted 
for the rebuilding of a school house 
to replace the one recently destroyed 
by fire. There was some diversity 
of opinion among the patrons of the 
district as to where the new school 
should be located, but this matter 
will be settled at a subsequent meet- 
ing. 
However, as the present site 


has been used for a good many yeais 
and is quite centrally located in the 
district, it is probable that the school 
will be rebuilt on the old site. 


In view of the many reports that 


have 
been 
circulated concerniug 


matters in this district and the mis- 
understanding that exists 
in 
the 


minds of some concerning the senti- 
ment entertained by the people of 
the district, the following letter from 
the school clerk is published for the 
purpose o£ giving publicity to one 
side of the question that has not as 
yet been aired: 


Exciting Meeting in District No. 2 
Those are the headlines the Valley 


Leader used in their weekly of Nov- 
ember 30, 1916. 
Did the Leader 


know that there was any excitement 
at the meeting held Nov. 25, 1916? 
No, he did not. 
And how did the 


Leader know that there was going to 
be an exciting time Dec. 2, 1916? 
No, he knew nothing of the kind. 


The petitions the 
Leader 
talks 


about that were served on the olerk 
of the district by the town clerk, 
were declared to be void by the town 
board, as the district clerk was in- 
formed, and it was up to the town 
board and not H. J. Giese, school 
clerk, to call said meeting. 


The Leader says at times it looked 


as though a free-for-all flght would 
be the result. 
The Leader might 


have been reading about the Euro- 
pean fight, while he was preparing 
the meeting article of Dist. No. 2. 
I also disagree with the Leader in re- 
gard to-plans for new building .be- 
fore you know how much money you 
have to spend. Get your horses first 
and then buy your harness, Mr. 
Leader. 
The Leader says the meeting ad- 


journed without stating where the 
meeting would be held Dec. 2, 1916. 
Had the Leader taken down the re- 
ceiver of his telephone, he could have 
had any information he desired, and 
he knows it. 
The school board is 


surprised to hear that there is $1,600 
insurance due the district. They will 
probably have to ask someone to find 
the party that is going to give the 
district the difference between $1,600 
(as the article 
states) 
and the 


amount of insurance due the dis- 
trict. 
Now Mr. John F. C. was present 


Dec. 2, 1916, and I believe he found 
a good orderly meeting, considering 
the large turn-out of voters. 


There may be a good deal said 


in regard to the rebuilding of the 
school house at this time, for some 
of the residents want to go a step 
backward—they may be called old 
time stand-patters—they prefer the 
old-time district school, while some 
of the older residents of the district, 
and some of them even have no chil- 
dren to go to school, prefer the pres- 
ent system of a state graded school, 
with all the latest improvements. 


There is a request for a special 


meeting to be held December 23, 
1916, to change the location of the 
school house three-quarters of a mile 
north of the present site owned by 
the district. That would bring the 
school house one-half mile from the 
north line of said district, and two 
and one-half miles from the south 
line of said district. 
Maybe that's 


all right to some. To settle the site 
question, I would be willing to have 
five men outsid ethe district, not in- 
terested in any way, to decide the 
question, and if all parties inter- 
ested felt the same way, there will 
then be no trouble about the loca- 
tion of the new school house.

the rural carriers of Grand Rapids 
will be about as busy a class of peo- 
ple as can be found on any job. The 
carriers are accommodating and will- 
ing to do more than their share to- 
ward expediting matters in getting 
off the packages and letters which 
come thru the rural channels. Do 
the patrons oa the route ev«r stop to 
consider how much time a carrier 
loses when they neglect to have their 
letters properly stamped! 
Do I they 


think it is fair on a cold day to'ask 
a carrier to dig down in the mail box 
and pick out the pennies? Are they 
treating the carrier right when they 
hold him on the road and ask him to 
make out an application for a money 
order? If they think they are justi- 
fied in doing any or all of these 
things they are mistaken. The de- 
partment wants efficiency in the rural 
mail service but that cannot be se- 
cured unless the patrons do their 
part. K«ep your boxes in good sliape 
see that the road leading to them is 
made passable, stamp your letters, 
have your money order applications 
made out and do everything possible 
to help the service. Carriers are nol 
employed to lick your stamps 
or 


gather your pennies and should you 
flnd your letters left in the boxes be- 
cause they are not stamped and 
ready for mailing, take inventory and 
charge up the delay to your own 
carelessness.

Will Cole, game warden from Ves-

Mr. Cole hac 
spent the deer season up in Price 
county and reported that most of the 
hunters up that way were apparently 
observing the law pretty closely. He 
stated that altho he was in the woods 
nearly all the time during the deer 
season that he did not flnd any does 
lying about dead, as has been report- 
ed by many of the hunters. Mr. Cole 
states that there may be sections 
where the law in regard to does was 
disregarded to a large extent, but 
that he does not believe it was up in 
the country where he spent 
the 


season. 


There is one constitutional propos- 


al, which, if approved by the coming 
session of the legislature, will be sub- 
mitted to voters for their considera- 
tion at the next general election. This 
s the 
constitutional amendment 


which would allow a sheriff to suc- 
ceed himself in office. 
.Under the 


jonstitution at the present time a 
sheriff serving one term cannot be a 
candidate for the ofSca untfi a term 
las elapsed. The amendment which 
passed the last session of the legisla- 
:ure permits a sheriff to succeed him- 
self in office. Under the constitution 
of Wisconsin, before a change can be 
made in the basic document it must 
jass two successive sessions of the 
'egislature on a roll call and then be 
approved by the people. The sheriff 
amendment is being backed by the 
sheriff organizations of the state. 


There are a number of other 


amendments which will be offered at 
this session of the legislature, Even 
if these are passed, they must wait 
for action by the 1919 session. 


Among these proposals are: 
To increase the salary of members 


of the legislatuie from $500 a ses- 
sion to $1,000 a session. 


To limit the length of sessions of 


the legislature to ninety days. 


To allow the state to own and 


opeiate water powers. 


To allow the state to purchase rail- 


road terminals and erect warehouses 
and storage plants. 


These two latter proposals are ad- 


vocated by the socialists. The one to 
permit the state to own its own ware- 
houses was the center of a hot poli- 
tical campaign in the state of North 
Dakota the past fall. It promises to 
attract much attention at the coining 
session.

WILL BUILD CHEESE FACTORY 


Pittsville Record: Speich Bros, of 


this city wiH build a cheese factory 
in the Altdorf district to meet a 
demand for a factory for the manu- 
facture of cheese there. 
A small 


building will be erected immediately 
at what is known as the Whlthelm 
corners, where milk will be taken 
in every other day during the winter. 
At a meeting of farmers with Speich 
brothers last week one evening about 
forty were present and pledged their 
support with about 3500 pounds of 
milk. 
The nearest' market for the 


milk or cream for these people in 
this district is Vesper, which is a 
long haul in the early morning. One 
of the Speich boys will take charge 
of the factory during the winter and 
next summer they will put a man 
there to run the plant. They expect 
to have a building up and ready to 
receive milk by December 1st.

LOCAL MEN FAVOR 


A GAME PRESERVE 


During the past month or so the 


Tribune man has talked with a num- 
ber of the hunters in this vicinity 
oncerning the proposition of estab- 
ishing a game preserve in this local- 
ity, and the majority of them seem 
to be in favor of the proposition. 


All of the hunters residing iu this 


city and locality now realize that 
iomething will have to be done if it 
is proposed to have any hunting in 
this part of the state in future years. 
The past few years seem to have been 
particularly 
hard 
on 
chickens, 


»rouse and partridge, and the result 
.s now that these birds arc almost 
jxtermmated. 
While it is probable 


,hat if hunting were discontinued al- 
:ogether it would only be a few years 
Before the game birds would again 


plentiful, still with the large num- 


bers of hunters that go out every 
season it would take hut a short time 
to clean them up again, leaving the 
conditions much the same as they 
are at the present time. 


The idea of a game preserve is to 


save a place where the chickens 
would be perfectly safe 
the 
year 


round. 
With this idea in mind it 


would be necessary to buy a tract of 
land and stock it to a certain extent 
and then watch the premises to see 
that there was no hunting on the 
property. It Is said that where this 
lias been tried that it has worked 
oU|t in fine shape, and that the birds 
seem to know where they are sale 
and hang about in that vicinity, and 
the preserve acts as a feeder to the 
country round about. 


We have in the immediate vicinity 


of Grand Rapids a largo amount of 
land that can be bought at what is 
considered a 'low price these days. 
It is not the best of farming land, 
but it is good chicken land, which is 
evidenced from the fact that chicks 
thrive on it and have for years past, 
when not cleaned out each year by 
hunters. 
Somo df this land lies in 


the southern part of Wood county 
and more of it in the northern part 
of Adams county. It can be bought 
at a figure that would put a few 
sections within the reach of the Btato 
without much of an expenditure of 
cash, and the man who looked after 
the tract could be one of the state's 
conservation agents, many of whom 
are looking after things that are of 
less importance than this proposi- 
tion would prove to bo. 


Senator Witter has made the state- 


ment that ha would favor the propo- 
sition provided it were found that a 
sudloient number in the locality are 
in favor ot the plan, and if this is 
dono there is no question but what 
the matter could be carried to a suc- 
cessful issue, if not at the coming 
sessiqu of the legislature, at some 
future one. 


This central part of Wisconsin is 


the natural home of the 
pralrio 


chicken and grouse, and it would bo 
the proper place to establish such a 
preserve if the matter were to he 
taken up with serious intentions. 
The prairie chicken is one of tho 
nicest game birds of the American 
continent. 
It is large and plump 


and a couple of them makes a meal 
for an ordinary family. It is a slow 
flying bird, and even an_,indi£ferent 
shot can make a fair bag i£ there 
are any birds to be had. 
The ease 


with which it can be killed accounts 
for the fact that it is generally ex- 
terminated soon after a country is 
settled up, and it can only be kept in 
existence by careful protection and 
a place for breeding that is not dis- 
turbed at any time o£ the year.

From now until after the holidays 


the rural carriers of Grand Rapids 
will be about as busy a class of peo- 
ple as can be found on any job. The 
carriers are accommodating and win- 
Ing to do more than their share to- 
ward expediting matters in getting 
oft the packages and letters which 
come thru the rural channels 
Do 


the patrons on. the route ev^r stop to 
consider how much time a carrier 
loses when they neglect to have their 
letters properly stamped? 
Do itbey 


think it is fair on a cold day to'ask 
a carrier to dig down in the mail box 
and pick out tho pennies? Are they 
treating the carrier right when they 
hold him.on the .road and ask him to 
make out an application for a money 
order? If they think they are justi- 
fied in doing any or all of these 
things they are mistaken. 
The de- 


partment wants efficiency in the rural 
mail service but that cannot be se- 
cured unless the patrons do their 
part. Keep your boxes in good aHape 
see that the road leading to them .is 
made passable, stamp your letters, 
have your money order applications 
made out and do everything possible 
to help the service. Carriers are not 
employed to lick your stamps 
or 


gather your pennies and should you 
find-your letters left in the boxes be- 
cause they are not stamped and 
ready for mailing, take inventory and 
charge up the delay to your own 
carelessness.

mitted to voters for their considera- 
lon at the next general election. This 
s the 
constitutional 
amendment 


which would allow a sheriff to suc- 
ceed himself in office. 
-Under the 


constitution at the present time a 
sheriff serving one term cannot be a 
candidate for tho office untfl a term 
las elapsed. 
The amendment which 


passed the last session of the legisla- 
ture permits a sheriff to succeed him- 
self in office. 
Under the constitution 


of Wisconsin, before a change can be 
nado In the basic document it must 
pass two successive sessions of the 
egislature on a roll call and th«n be 
approved by the people. 
The sheriff 


amendment IB being backed by the 
.herlff organizations of the state. 


There are a 
number of other 


amendments which will be offered at 
his session of the legislature. JLven 
,'f these are passed, they must wait 
for action by the 1919 session. 


Among these proposals are: 
To Increase the salary of members 


of the legislature from $500 a ses- 
sion to $1,000 a session. 
_ 


To 'limit the length of sessions of 


the legislature to ninety days. 


To allow the state to own and 


operate water powers. ' 
To allow the state to purchase rail- 


road terminals and erect warehouses 
and storage plants. 
These two latter proposals are ad- 


vocated by the socialists. The one to 
permit the state to own its own ware- 
houses was tho center of a hot poU- 
tical campaign in the state of North 
Dakota the past fall. 
It promises to 


attract much attention _at the coming 
session.

LOCAL MEN FAVOR 


A GAME PRESERVE 


During tho past month or so the 


Tribune man has talked with a num- 
ber of the hunters in this vicinity 
concerning tho proposition of estab- 
lishing a game preserve in this local- 
ity, 
and the majority of them seem 


to be in favor of the proposition. 


All of tho hunters residing in this 


city and locality now realize that 
something will have to be done if it 
is proposed to have any hunting m 
this part of the state in future years. 
The past few years seem to have been 
particularly 
hard 
on 
chickens, 


grouse and partridge, and tho result 
is now that these birds aro almost 
exterminated.' 
While it is probable 


that if hunting were discontinued al- 
together it would only be a few years 
before the game birds would again 
be plentiful, still with tho large num- 
bers of hunters that go out every 
season it would take but a short time 
to clean them up again, leaving the 
conditions much the same as they 
are at the present time. 


The idea of a game preserve is to 


have a place where 
the chickens 


would be perfectly safe 
tho 
year 


round. 
With this idea in mind it 


would be necessary to buy a tract of 
land and stock it to a certain extent 
and then watch the premises to see 
that there was no hunting on the 
properly. 
It is said that wi?ere this 


has been tried that it has worked 
o^t in fine shape, and that the birds 
seem to know where they are safe 
and hang about in that vicinity, and 
the preserve acts as a feeder -to the 
country round about. 


We have in the immediate vicinity 


of Grand Rapids a large amount of 
land that can be bought at what is 
considered a 'low price these days. 
It is not the best of farming land, 
but it is good chicken land, which is 
evidenced from tho fact that chicks 
thrive on it and have for years past, 
when not cleaned out each year by 
hunters. 
Some Of this land lies in 


the southern part of Wood county 
and more of it in the northern pan 
of Adams county. It can be bought 
at a figure that would put a few 
sections within the reach of the state 
without much of an expenditure of 
cash, and the man who looked after 
the tract could be one of the state's 
conservation agents, many of whom 
are looking after things that are of 
less importance than this proposi- 
tion would prove to bo. 
Senator Witter has made the state- 


ment that he would favor tbc propo- 
sition provided it were found that a 
sufficient number in tho locality are 
in favor of the plan, and if this is 
done there is no question but what 
the matter could be carried to a suc- 
cessful issue, if not at the coming 


sstyn of the legislature, at some 


future one. 
This central part of Wisconsin IB 


the natural home of

the proper place to establish such a 
preserve if the matter were to be 
taken up with serious intentions. 
The prairie chicken is one of the 
nicest game birds of the American 
continent. 
It is large and plump 


and a couple of them makes a meal 
for an ordinary family.

flying bird, and even au^mdifferenl 
shot can make a fair bag if there 
are any birds to bo bad. 
The ease 


with which it can be killed accounts 
for the fact that it is generally ex- 
terminated soon after a country is 
settled up, and it can only be kept in 
existence by careful protection and 
a place for breeding that is not dis- 
turbed at any time of the year.

There is one constitutional propos- 


al which, if approved by the coming 
session of the legislature, will be sub- 
mitted to voters for their considera- 
ion at the next general election. This 
s the 
constitutional 
amendment 


which would allow a sheriff to suc- 
ceed himself in office. 
-Under the 


constitution at the present time a 
sheriff serving one term cannot be a 
candidate for the office untfi a term 
has elapsed. 
The amendment which 


passed the last session of the legisla- 
ture permits a sheriff to succeed him- 
self in office. 
Under the constitution 


of Wisconsin, before a change can be 
made in the basic document it must 
pass two successive sessions of the 
egislature on a roll call and then be 
approved by the people. 
The sheriff 


amendment ir. being backed by the 
sheriff organizations of the state. 


There are 
a 
number 
of 
other 


amendments which will be offered at 
this session of the legislature. 
Even 


if these are passed, they must wait 
for action by the 1919 session. 


Among these proposals are: 
To increase the salary of members 


of the legislature from $500 a ses- 
sion to $1,000 a session. 
To 'limit the length of sessions of 


the legislature to ninety days. 


To allow the state to own and 


operate water powers. ' 
To allow the state to purchase rail- 


road terminals and erect warehouses 
and storage plants. 
These two latter proposals are ad- 


vocated by the socialists. The one to 
permit the state to own its own ware- 
mouses was the center of a hot poU- 
tical campaign in the state of North 
Dakota the past fall. It promises to 
attract much attention at the coming 
session.

and hang about in that vicinity, am! 
the preserve acts as a feeder to the 
country round about. 


We have in the immediate vicinity 


of Grand Hapids a large amount of 
land that can be bought at what is 
considered a low price tliesu days- 
It is not the best of farming land, 
but it is Kood chicken land, which is 
evidenced from the fuel that chicks 
thrive on it and have for years past, 
when not cleaned out each year by 
hunters. 
Some of this land lies in 


the southern part of Wood county 
and more oi' it in the northern part 
of Adams county. 
It can be bought 


at a ligure that would put a few 
sections within the reach of the state 
without much of an expenditure ,)C 
cash, and tin; man who looked after 
the tract could be one of tin; state's 
conservation agents, many of whom 
arc looking after things that an- of 
less importance than this proposi- 
tion would prove to be. 


Senator Wiuor has made tho state-

The ease 
with which it can be killed accounts 
for the fact that it is generally ex- 
terminated soon after a country is 
settled up, and it can only be kept in 
existence by careful protection and 
a place for breeding that is not dis- 
turbed at any time of the year.

It is com- 
posed of a tube with a plunger at- 
tachment that forces air to the bot- 
tom of the c.un and as it rises to the 
surface thru the milk changes the 
temperature several degrees almost 
instantly. ' As sour milk is'onc of the 
obstacles the avenige dairyman has 
to contend with before he can get his 
m i l k 10 the factory, the worth of the

saving. 
Milk in a can fresh from the 


cow soon turns sour, but with tho 
animal heat removed by the use of 
the airontor it will keep its freshness 
much longer.

Rank With Its Sisters Under the 


Stars and Stripes. 


Historically curious, but almost for- 


gotten, is the -fact that the state of 
Franklin existed in this country be- 
tween 1784 and 1788. Many emigrants 
from North Carolina had .crossed tho 
mountains and settled In what is now 
known ns East Tennessee. The terri- 
tory belonged to North Carolina, but 
the' state government had not boon 
able to give it much attention. Owing 
to financial arid other troubles North 
Carolina ceded the territory to the 
general government. 
Tho Inhabitants 


did not relish the Idea of- thus being 
cast adrift so unceremoniously,^ so 
they organized a state and set up a 
government of their own. 
To their 


new 
commonwealth 
they 
gave 
tho 


name "Franklin," after the Philadel- 
phia philosopher. 
But congress de- 


clined to recognize tho now stato, and 
North Carolina raised strong objec- 
tions. 
The latter withdrew the <res- 


slon to tho government, and undertook 
to resume control of the territory. A 
long quarrol ensued between Uio North 
Carolina state government and rhe 
citizens of "Franklin." The leader of 
the latter 
was "Governor" 
Sevler, 


while a Colonel Tipton represented the 
former.

sion, but 
very llttlo bloodshed,

finally ended 
In North Carolina re- 


suming control of the territory, and 
"the stnto of Franklin" was known 
no more.

Iron oven approximately .pure Is a 
great rarity in nature, chiefly known 
from a very small quantity of native 
Iron found in Greenland, anil Iron of a 
high degree of purity is so rare even In 
t h e chemists' laboratory that its prop- 
erties are not yet. fully determined. 
Giving an account of the work of the 
United Slates bureau of standards. Dr. 
George 
K. Burgess states that the 


preparation of Iron of a purity of 90.97 
per cent was found by no means a 
simple matter. Iron deposited from an 
electrolytic bath was used as the start- 
ing point, Hut this can be broken In 
the band's, Is cellular and contains 
hydrogen, so It had to be melted In a 
vacuum to expel this and other gusos. 
To avoid contamination by silica from 
the best crucibles on the market. It 
was necessary to deviso methods for 
preparing specially purified nml cal- 
cined magnesia.

mountains and settled in what is now 
known as East Tennessee. The terri- 
tory belonged to North Carolina, but 
the state government hnd not been 
able to give it much attention. Owing 
to financial and other troubles North 
Carolina ceded the territory to the 
general government. 
The Inhabitants 


did not relish the idea of- thus being 
cast ndrift so unceremoniously.^ so 
they organized n state and set up a 
government of their own. 
To iheir 


new 
commonwealth they gave 
the 


name "Franklin," after the Philadel- 
phia philosopher. 
But congress de- 


clined to recognize the now state, and 
North Carolina raised strong objec- 
tions. 
The latter withdrew the Ses- 


sion to the government, and undertook 
to resume control of tho territory. 
A 


long quarrel ensued between the North 
Carolina 
state government and the 


citizens of "Frnnklin." The leader of 
the latter was "Governor" 
Sevler, 


while a Colonel Tlpton represented the 
former. 
There 
was 
an 
immense 


amount of bickering and much confu- 
sion, but very little bloodshed, 
^t 


finally ended in North Carolina re- 
suming control of the territory, and 
"the stnte of Frnnklin" was known 
no more.

Iron is Ihe one metal of the few In 


common use with which we might be 
supposed 
(o be fairly familiar. 
Vet 


iron even approximately pure is u 
great rarity in nature, chiefly known 
from a very small quantity of native 
Iron found iu Greenland, and iron of a 
high degree of purity is so rare even In 
the chemists' laboratory that Its prop- 
erties are not yet fully determined. 
Giving an account of the work of the 
United Slates bureau nf standards, Dr. 
George K. Burgess states that the 
preparation of iron of a purity of 99.97 
per cent was found by no menn« n 
simple mutter. Iron deposited from an 
electrolytic bath was used as the start- 
ing point. Hut lids can be broken In 
the hands, is cellular nnd contains 
hydrogen, so it had lo be melted in n 
vacuum to expel this nnd other gases. 
To avoid contamination by silica from 
the best crucibles on the market. It 
was necessary to devise methods for 
preparing specially purified and cal- 
cined magnesia. This wns made into 
tho crucibles used for melting. Even 
after this purification, the Iron, which 
has become indued a precious metal, 
Is not entirely free from oxygen, and 
the amount of this impurity bns not 
been exactly determined. 
The 
few 


grams of so-called pure iron, however, 
has been distributed among emiupnt 
chemists for more careful study than 
lliis metal bus hitherto received.

The de 
facto troops now are pursuing the 
bandits, toward the south, the snme 
report from Chihuahua City stated. 
General Tre\ino has about 5.000 men.

per cent WHS found by no means a 
simple matter.

electrolytic- bath was used as the start- 
ing point. Hut this can he broken In 
the hands, 
is cellular and contains 


hydrogen, so it had to be melted in a 
vacuum to expel Ihis and other gases. 
To avoid contamination by silica from 
the best crucibles on the market, it 
was necessary to devise methods for 
preparing specially purified and cal- 
cined magnesia. 
This was made into 


tlie crucibles used for melting.
